The tide of the great battle in the 
Rumanian prcance of Dobrudja, has 
again turned, this time in favor of 
the central powers, according to Ber- 
lin today. 
Field Marshal von Mac- 
kensen has 
succeeded 
in breaking 
the Rumanian and Russian resist- 
ance, the German office reports, ex- 
ecuting 
an 
encircling 
movement, 
which compelled the entente forces 
to retreat in disorder. 


It was only last night that an of- 
ficial announcement from Bucharest 
declared that the battle, which ha? 
been in progress for six days, had 
ended Wednesday with the defeat of 
the Germans, Bulgarians and Turks, 
who were retiring southward, burn- 
ing villages as they went. 
If the 
German victory turns out to be c 
decisive one, the situation promise? 
to develop seriously for the Ruman- 
ians and Russians, who have beer 
fighting 
to protect the raiKoad run- 
ning from Constanza, on the Black 
sea. to Tchernavcda on the Danube 
The 
battle 
was 
fought not 
more 
than twenty miles south of the rail- 
road and its loss would mean the cut- 
ting of the convenient water route 
of 
communvcation 
between 
Russis 
and Rumania, by way of Constanza 
Through Tchernavoda, 
in 
addition 
lies the route to interior Rumanir 
Over the only bridge spanning the 
Danube along the entire Dobrudjo 
front. 


In the fighting in the Carpathian-^ 
the Russians have taken the moun- 
tain peak of Smotrec, which already 
had changed 
hands 
several times. 
Elsewhere 
along this rugged front 
the Russians have been 
attacking 
heavily, but according to Berlin were 
beaten off. 


The British are again striking hard 
on the Somme front. 
Their latest 
thrust, delivered last night, netteo 
them two lines of German trenchei^ 
on a line about a mile long, betweer 
Fleres and Martinpuich, London an- 
nounces today. 
It is at this point 
that 
the British have pushed far- 
thest toward Eapa'^me, which is but 
little more than three miles distant 
from Fleres. 
Last night's advance 
straightens out the former bend in 
the line from Martinpuich to Fleres, 
which now runs almost directly east 
and west.

Washington, Sept. 22.—The work of 
lawn repair, like that of making a new 
laAvn, declare specialists of the United 
.States department of agriculture, i.s the 
best performed in early September in 
the Central states. 


To improve an old lawn that has run 
down is often more difficult than 
to 
make a new one, but if reasonably good 
turf exists, it 
can' be bettered mater- 
ially by reseeding and fertilizing. If the 
lawn is patchy, the small areas should 
be scratched with a steel rake, dreasen 
with loam or composet and the seed sown 
on this. If large areas of lawn have a 
thin covering of turf, it will be advan- 
• tageou.s to Use a disc seeder. After seed- 
ing. a second dressing of loam or eom- 
l>ost should bo applied and the area.s 
rolled lightly. 


Lawns Need Constant Care. 


Cftreful attention 
is necessary it & 
lawn is- to be kept in good condition. 
Most lawns neetl an occasional applica- 
tion of some good fertilizer regardless of 
¡the kind of soil on Avhich they exist. 
Thoroughly rotted stable manure is ex- 
cellent for this purpose. 
Another good 
dressing is a nii.xture of manure well 
composted Avith sod and leaf mold and 
sifted before using. 


It is desirablb that the material be 
applied in such condition that there 
nothing to rake 
off. 
Coarse 
humus 
j dressing shotild never be used as tho 
'grass is 
almost 
invariably 
killed in 
1 small patches beneath the lump.s. 
Ttic 
humus dressings should be applied in 
the autumn or winter and again in tin 
' spring, 
lione meal is one of the best 
cotnmen-ial fertilizers 
for 
the 
la»vii. 
When used it should be applied in tho 
I late winter or early spring at a rato 
of ten to fifteen pounds to the thousand 
square feet.

T.awns are bcnefttetl by frniuent clip- 
ping.

The use of chemical sprays on lawn 
weeds has not given very satisfaet iry 
results. On the whole, the weed inob- 
lem can best be solved by making the 
conditions as favorable as possible for 
the turf grasses and maintaining a strict 
watch at all times to remove trouble- 
some weeds as they appear. 


A grass seed mixture rich in red res- 
cue will grow better in shady 
places 
probably than any other mixtiues. By 
thorough watering and the liberal use of 
fertilizers and lime, however, the evil 
effects of shade on the growth of all 
lawn grasses largely can be overcome 
in manv eases.

ed from the house of commons a vote 
of funds for research in connection with 
industry, England having definitely de- 
termined to direct 
the 
minds of its 
youth towards the study of science as 
apjdied to industry, in preparation for 
the forthcojning ''economic war after tlie 
Avai-,"' as well as the study of languages 
with a view of the acquisition of trade. 


Thougli on account of the large num- 
ber of science instructors absent on war 
service it will be difficult to the actual 
science courses under way, it is under- 
^^t()od that the scheme, Avhen launched, 
will ])rove to be a Avido and comprehen- 
sive one. A remarkable feature, for in- 
stance, as illustrating the whole-heari- 
eil conviction to be encountered is the 
unmistakable 
conviction 
among 
manu- 
facturers all over the country as to the 
wisdom of constantly promoting sclen- 
tilic research. 
Years ago British niiin- 
ufacturers required almost a generation 
of careful study and discussion, some- 
times accompanied by bitter controversy 
and the ilissohition of parlnership.s, be- 
fore adopting changed methods, Vastly 
less 7'ad iciil than this general approA'al 
of joining science to industry.

jacturers all over the oountrA' are sliow- 
ing plaijily to the board of education 
their belief that the future of the coun- 
try as well as their business depend on 
the new progiam of instr jction.

British Columbia Soldiers 
Have Ballots Recorded 
Across the Sea. 


London, Sept, 15 (correspondence of 
the 
Associated 
Press).—Soldiers 
from 
British Columbia now training or rccov- 
erinff from their wounds in the British 
isles Avere invited to rccord their votes 
for tJie candidates seeking the suffrage 
of the electorate of BritisTi Cohimbia at 
the general ejection. 
It is said there 
arc about 40,000 ajildier-clectors from 
the far -western Canadian province now 
in Europe serving the empire and many 
! of these are in London or its immediate 
vicinity. 
The results were telegraphed 
to the'aiithoiitie» in British Cohmbfa. 


The recording of these soldiers' votes 
while they are away from Itome has 
aroused much interest in political"cir- 
cles in the British isles, where there has 
been much dijBcussion as to how the 
electors for the imperial parliament now 
serving in the army would be affected in 
the event of a general election. 


Lord Salisbur.v has introduced a bill 
to provide for such an emergency. 
Its 
clauses provide that every sailor and 
soldier registered as an elcctor should 
receive a copy of the candidates' election 
addresses. 
The commanding officer of 
the fighting unit would be required to 
appoint a day fdr the delivery of the 
marked ballot papers^ in the scaled en- 
velopes supplied to his men and these 
would be forwarded to the electoral offi- 
cials. 


An officer now in the trenches who. in 
normal timep, is an ardent politician, 
writes to the newspapers to point out 
that soldiers have other things to Avorry 
about instead of party 
politics. 
lie 
Says: 
"If people at home really think 
that our men are worrying about being 
temporarily disfrsnchised they have got 
the whole show in the wrong perspect- 
ive. 
My men arc worrying about rats 
and 
mosquitoes 
and 
pigsqueaks 
and 
woolly bears and "things like that and if 
you took a referendum out here you 
would get about two replies out of a 
hundred—and they probably would be 
spoiled votes because the lads express 
themselves crudely at times. The things 
tliey want are home and wives and 
children 
and 
fiweethearts 
and 
clean 
cloihes and a .bath and some English 
beer—quite simple things like that. Not 
votes at all. 
They are quite content to 
leave all that to the people who are 
carrjMng on at home. 
When you are 
serving a gun day and night in a place 
like this it seems ridiculous to think of 
a Tommy worrying himself about vot- 
ing. 
Tie's too busy sending—and dodg- 
ing—death." 


The politicians, however, appear to 
think otherwise and continue working 
up their agitation for the political priv- 
ileges of the soldier in the trenches.

American lepers in different parts of 
Japan has becomc a pressing problem to 
American officials and for the American 
Association of Japan, which is under- 
taking to secure their transportation to 
the American leper home in the Hawai- 
ian islands. 


The lepers have made their way here 
in recent years with the hope that they 
might be iiealed at the famous Japanese 
hot springs, especially those at Kusatsu 
which is always crowded with Japanese 
lepers taking the waters. 
Gradually 
they have drifted to missionary leper 
hospitals or have in other Avays become 
burdens on the community. 
In view of 
the excellent asylum 
at 
Hawaii the 
American association is taking active 
steps to secure their removal. 


Leprosy is one of the great questioni 
seeking .solution by modern Japan. Jt 
is estimated that ti\c lepers of the em- 
pire number about 2.'3,000. 
Five gov- 
ernmental leper asyJums were establisli- 
cd in Ì90T, biit they aicoiumodate .m'y 
a few thousand.

der of Mr. Andrews, whose body had 
been secretly exhumed.

To 8tim\ilate better penmanship in 
liic city and county schools the coming 
roar, D. 0. MK'omb, coiuity school su- 
perintendent, and 0. L. Rogers, super- 
intendent of 
penmanship 
in the ciiy 
schools, will offer rash prizes and I'or- 
tificates. 
The action cornea following 
a unanimous vote taken in the county 
institute of teachers, meinbora of which 
decided that i)cttor writing should be 
encouraged. 


A letter sent out by D. <). McComb, 
county school superintendent, says: "At 
the end of the first month of school and

lesson. 
These papers will be examined 
by Prof. Rogers from the standpoint of 
good writing, wliich means good move- 
ment from tlie beginning and good letter 
formation by tlie itiiddle or end of the 
term.

Indianapolis Judge Sure He 
Has Made Important

Indianapolis, Sept. 22.—Judge Moll of 
superior court, room 5, thinks he haa 
found a system that will help in lessen- 
ing the divorce evil. 
Its results are 
shown by the, fact that of seventy-eight 
divorce cases set for trial in his court 
at the beginning of the September term, 
thirty-eight were voluntarily dismissed 
by the plaintifTs. 
This, 
Judge 
Moll 
thinks, is mainly a result of his "think 
it over" policy. 


The law eays divorce cases can not be 
tried lees than sixty days after they are 
filed. Judge Moll recently made an or- 
der fixing ninety days as a minimum 
time before trial, and set aaide the first 
weeks of Sept^ljer, Etecember and May 
as the only periods for the trial of such 
cases. He though the extra time wpuld 
give the parties a better chance to con- 
sider the matter. 


Of the thirty-eight cases dismissed, 
thirty-Ave were those in which the de- 
fendants live in the cpuiity, and were 
personaUr servj^ with notice.

understand,. the paHies were reconciled.

Yuan-hung is

he may after all have failed to select 
men sufficiently talented to meet the 
requirements of the day and to satisfy 
the expectations of the people. 
This 
much, however, he is able to say. After 
two months of 
careful 
selection and 
many changes' after the appointments 
were actually made, he has chosen n 
body of men, who, while they may not 
be perfect in themselves, are neverthe* 
less good for certain reasons. 


"In my opinion, as restoration of the 
Republic has been accomplished by the 
wcvk of niaay, the pfrsonhël of the eab- 


hung decided to form the present cab- 
inet. 
It is hoped that you will take 
into consideration the difficulties that 
are before us and bear the same in mind 
when the cabinet is submitted to you 
for approval. 


"As to the livelihood of the peojjle 
and the program of national reconstruc- 
tion, hundreds and thousands of ques- 
tions are involved.

Temperament is playing a vital part in 
the conduct of these strategists and field 
marshals, each in command of twenty-five 
high strung ball players; each with but a 
single thought. 


The manager leading a team in this 
bristling strrtch dash must bo exacting, 
critical, diplomatic, amiable, 
resourceful 
and %vithal 
a fighter. 
The six 
above 
nai>ied ar« all of that, else their clubs 
wouldn't be still battling in the most re- 
markable pennant race in the history of 
baseball. 


Singularly all l)Ut one of the leaders arc 
of practically one type—the sort tiiat be- 
lieves in cajoling tiie m m they are man- 
aging. 


Stalliiigs is the only simon-pure bench 
manager of the lot. He is a terror during 
a closel.v contested battle. 
Up and down 
the bench he «lides, doing elTicient trouser 
destruction in the Interest of his tailor. 
Uls eyes rove and dart; the deep wrinkles 


around his mouth set deeper 
still; his 
powerful, bony hands clenclt and his voice 
takes on a metallic, biting tenseness a s 
he shouts and curses a t his men. 


Prom his throne on the bench the "Mi- 
racle Man" of 1914 is a study in tempera- 
ment. 
He's one of the few survivors of 
the old 
school 
of baseball 
leaders; a 
fighter whose methods 
have 
made the 
Boston Braves the most cordially hated 
ball team in the major leagues. 


Stallings doesn't know baseball one Vfhit 
better than Jennings, Robinson, Moran or 
Carrigan. 
Ho is more experienced than 
Rowland who, like Jennings, makes his 
fight from tiie coaching linos. Everyone 
who has ever seen the Tiger.s in action 
Jîno\vs Jennings' peculiar style on the line. 


TIJC .speckled Irishman 
always has a 
kind word for his players when thej-'re 
taking (heir turn at bat. But he has a 
sharp, caustic tongue—one that raises the 
very dickens with the athlete who "pulls 
one," and liin tofiguc u-sualiy gets bu."îy 
the instant the erring athlete gets within 
range of "Eh-yah." 


The bawling f)Ut <;orcmonip.s, however, 
are always reserved for a time when the 
fans are out of hearing. 


Carrigan's 
methods 
arc 
practically 
identical with those of Rowland, Robinson 
and Moran. 
Each of these managers rule 
by kindness—a pat on the back and a 


good word for the b o y who delivers and 
an effective reproach for the one who falls 
down in a crisis. 


The Red Sox manager isn't the bluff, 
good natured, big hearted type of m a n 
that Robinson is. H e is a scrapper, in- 
clined to ride rough shod over an umpire 
who might 
render a doubtful 
decision 
against the Back Bay machine, but heis 
brains, every inch of him, and beloved 
by his men. 


Moran and Robinson a r e hand-shaker® 
and master stratcgiats in the handling of 
pitchers?. 
Both were catchers of marked 
ability in their playing days. 
Robinson 
was the one calm, peaceful element in the 
old Baltimore Orioles. He w a s the jollier 
of umpii es and t h e ' o n e who whispered 
the condolences with the accent on the 
"con," while McGraw. Brodie, Jennings, 
.'^tailings, Doyle and Stenzel yawped and 
snarled. 


Robbie is everybody's friend but he if 
inclined to baric a t a listless player oc- 
casionally. 
His men a r e «xtremoly loyal 
to him. In fact, (hey appear more ap- 
picciative of kixidnoss and good treatment 
than the average, teams arc and les.i in- 
clined to take advantage of an easy going 
manager. 


Of the six managers now driving- toward 
Pennantville, Pioran, perhaps, is the most 
popular with the players and fans of the 
countiT.

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HUGHES FLAYS WILSON'S MEXICAN POL- 
ICY IN FORT WAYNE SPEECH. 
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Hon. Charles Evans Hughes, repub 
lican candidate for president, bitterly 
assailed President Wilson's Mexican pol- 
icy in his speech delivered at the Nbav 
Palace theater Thursday afternoon, tie 
spoke as follows: 


"We are here to take our estimate OT 
American conditions and to determine 
what policies are for the best intcresi? 
of the American people. 
, ^^ . , 


"Let me say at the outset that J 
have no sympathy with the point oi 
view that American opportunities exist 
for a selected few, who by virtue of 
talent or by special advantage are to 
win isolated and individual 
successes. 
That is not American. 
(Applause). Th-- 
only one who is entitled to the name 
American, of whatever race or creed h( 
may be, is the one who feels that he 
is a fellow workman with all others in 
a great co-operative enterprise, and that 
his useful and helpful activities are to 
the end of building up a common pros 
perity in which all the plain people o- 
America shall have a just share. 


" It is because I believe that the rc 
publican party, as a reunited and lib 
eral party, represents policies that ar< 
essential to the buildijig up of a permn 
nent basis for prospprity that I tak«- 
pleasure in appearing before you as it: 
spokesman. 


"I had not expected to resume polit 
ical activity, but I did resume it at n 
call which could not be denied becau?' 
I felt this was a critical period in out 
history. 


Wants to Be Fair. 


"Now, when I speak, as I am about 
to speak, of what has been done ami 
what left undone by the administration 
I speak without bitterness, and with a 
desire to be absolutely fair. 
We ari> 
together in this country and no one can 
separate me as a citizen from any other 
citizen, democrat or republican. 
T an; 
for the benefit of all the people, demo- 
crats and republicans—the south as wp!! 
as the north and the east and west. We

I think of promise« 
made four years ago. We were told tho 
cost of living was to be reduced. Our 
friends have not touched the cost of liv- 
ing. It has not been reduced at all. 
Failed to Economize. 


"^Ve were told the republican party 
was extravagant and tliat the new ad- 
ministration, if entrusted with power, 
would be economical. On tlie contrary, 
the new administration has been more 
wasteful and profligate with respect to 
the public monies than any adminis- 
tration that preceded it. Only the other 
day a democratic senator rose in tho 
United States senate to sav that at 
least $20.000,00(1 should have'been saved 
from the rivers and harbors bill; ami 
he went on to instance other appropria- 
tions that Avere without excuse.

States government, both for himself 
and for his property. On the contrary, 
we have seen American rights abused. 
We have seen American 
lives 
lost, 
property destroyed and commerce in- 
terfered with. 


Conditions in Mexico. 


"I say that it is deplorable that the 
pledge was not kept. 
I desire for a 
moment to speak of it in relation to 
our neighboring country of Mexico, for 
there w^e had a very important duty 
linked to our obligation to the nations 
on this hemisphere, to which we have 
vei'y peculiar and intimate relations. 
There was one clear duty for American 
administration in connection with Mex- 
ico. There was the protection of Amer^ 
lean lives and American property at 
all events. 
That was a clear and un- 
derstandable 
duty, 
leading 
to the 
straight path of administrative action 
without the shadow of turning. 
But 
instead of that there was an inter- 
meddling with Mexican affairs, which 
Mexico could not understand and which 
cost us their friendship and respect. 


"I do not speak 
of the 
question 
whether Huerta should or should not 
have been recognized. 
That Is a mat- 
ter which presents a false issue. If 
the administration had felt on the In- 
formation It had, that he had a stable 
government and could perform inter- 
national duties then it could properly 
have recognized him. If on the other 
hand it was satisfied that he did not 
have a stable government and coulû 
not perform the international obliga- 
tions of Mexico, then it was competent 
to refuse recognition. 


Did'Not Perform Duties. 


"But the one thing Avhich was not 
proper, and which had no basis for it 
in international law or In proper us- 
ages between nations was to conduct 
a personal war on Huerta for his ex- 
termination 
from 
Mexican 
politics. 
Yet that was what was done. 
The 
duty of protecting American lives and 
property was left unperformed while 
an unofficial spokesman was sent to 
Huerta to inform him not simply that 
he would not be recognized, but that 
he must eliminate himself from Mexi- 
can politics. He w^as told by this un- 
official spokesman that he could not 
even be a candidate at a Mexican elec- 
tion. 
No one in Mexico 
understood 
that. 
No international lawj-er under- 
stood it. Wc Jiave been told in recent 
days that small states should have thé 
respect that great states enjoy. We 
were told by the administration only a 
few days ago that our influence upon 
this hemisphere really depended upon 
our approving, demonstrating to our 
neighbors 
that 
we had no desire 
officiously to intermeddle with 
their 
affairs or to control their internal ad- 
ministration. It was said that wc must 
have a demonstration of our abso^ute 
good faith in dealing with these neigh- 
boring nations. 
Yet the truth is that 
we did intermeddle with those affairs 
in a way which forfeited to us the 
esteem which we should have enjoyed, 
and finally resulted in leaving Mexico 
to the ravages of revolution without 
protection of our citizens or the citi- 
zens of any other country-. 
We left 
them to an anarchy which was inde- 
scribable, and to atrocities which will 
not bear repetition in polite society. 
I have only recently received the au- 
thentic information of the actual in- 
structions that were given with re- 
spect to the government of Mexico 
such as Mexico t)jcn had. John Lind 
wa.s authorized l»y the executive to 
state this proposition to a minister of 
another government, namely—and this 
is the authorized instruction: 


'•'Huerta will be put out if he does 
not get out. That it is the preference 
of the president that it should be ac- 
complished by domestic means if pos- 
sible, but if it cannot be done by'do- 
mestic means other 
means 
adequate 
for the purpose Avill be resorted to.' 
Left Citizens to Suffer. 


''There is no basis for that in the 
recognition of small states. 
There is 
no ba.sis for that in the recognition of 
llie sovereignty of oiir neighbors. There 
is no basis for tliat in a true and cor- 
rect 
American 
policy. 
We 
departed 
from American policy and left our cit- 
izens to sulTer 
from 
the barbarities, 
whicli 
resulted 
when all government 
was destroyed and anarchy was supreme 
in Mexico. 
It is a deplorable recital. 
I sliall not go into the situation at Vera 
Cruz. 
We did not go there to get a 
.«alute. 
We got no salute. 
Wc did not 
¡irevent the 
shipping 
of ammunition. 
W'e ¡rot no reparation. 
We went there 
to 
rid of the only man that repre- 
sented any suggestion of jrrovernment in 
^léxico, and then we came back without 
iiny other result. 


"Now I have spoken of promises un- 
performed; of a record which has ex- 
jioscfl us to serious difficulties, reduced 
our 
international 
influence and seri- 
ously imperiled 
our efficacy for good 
in our international relations. 
I 
have 
spoken of the attitude that we should 
take.

A map Is essential to an understand 
Ing of Paul's labors and adventures— 
especially a present-day map, with its 
modern names of the places which he 
Tisited. It should be used in teaching 
this lesson, and New Testament his- 
tory generally. 


It will cause the lessons to relate 
themselves more closely to the world 
as we now know it. 
During the pasi 
quarter they have extended over a pe 
riod of about seven years, from ap- 
proximately A. D. 50 to 57, and are all 
centered about the life and teaching 
of Paul. 
It is difficult to attempt a 
logical review. 
A number of lessons 
have been introduced from the letters 
of Paul, which are not chronological \ 
in the development of the church. 
It 
ra^ht 
be well, perhaps, to consider 
fiipt the leading events in the life oi 
Paul, and second the prominent char- , 
acteristics of Paul's life as we have 
had them presented to us, and also to 
consider six of the cities in Avhicb ^ 
Paul 
founded 
churches 
in 
Europe; 
studying their modern names and con- 
ditions and looking into the difficulties 
and dangers which he 
encountered. 
In Lesson One we have the record oi 
Paul's untiring activity, and his per- 
sistent use of the Scriptures. 
Evei-j 
one of his sermons was confirmed by 
the Word of God. 
Le.«;son Two pre- 
sents his interest in those who were 
converted in his ministry; also a sug- 
gestion as to his unceasing prayerful- 
ness on theit behalf. 
Lesson Three 
presents 
his 
tact 
and 
wisdom 
in 
preaching the Risen Christ, and his 
emphasis upon the need of repentance. 
Lesson Four gives a suggestion of his 
untiring activity in the midst of great 
discouragement and in the fact of bit- 
ter apposition. 
Lesson Five reveals 
his persistent determination to know 
and to preach 
nothing 
save 
Jesus 
Christ and him crucified. Lesson Six 
is Paul's panegyric on love as the su- 
preme gift. 
Lesson Seven is an ex- 
position of tlio duty and blessedness 
of cheerful giving. 
In it is given a 
new beatitude of .Tesu-s, "It is mora 
blessed to give than to receive," which 
is 
nowhere 
else 
recorded. 
Lesson 
Eight, another suggestion as to his 
courage. 
Lesson 
Nine 
emphasizes 
humility, compas.'^ionate love and a 
fearless declaration of the wliole coun- 
sel of God. 
Lesson Ten pre.«:ents his 
forgetfulness of himself and hi.s eager- 
ness 
to 
preach 
Christ 
even 
when 
threatened by an unrestrained 
mob. 


I Les.son Twelve again presents his for- 
getfulness of himself, and his eager 
seizing of every possible opportunltj 
to preach the Lord Jesus. 


Turning to the cities that Paul vis- 
ited, we first encounter Phli^,ppl (now 
in ruins). This is the first city in Euw 
rope where there was a 
Christian 
church, and It was one which Paul 
especially loved. Though he was driv- 
en from it by a mob, and escaped by 
means of an angel, yet his letter to 
that church is a revelation of his feel- 
ing toward his first European congre- 
gation. 
Thessalonlca, 
the 
modern 
Salonikl in Macedonia, formerly be- 
longed to the Turkish empire In Eu- 
rope. 
Here Paul founded a church, 
consisting of Jews and Greeks. 
Paul 
is accused of turning the world upside 
down, and teaching Jesus to be the 
Christian's king. 
For this he waa 
accused of treason against Rome. Two 
epistles were written to the church in 
which he does not record any fault- 
finding. 
This church has been called 
the "Church Beautiful." 
Athens was 
then, as now, the chief city of Greece, 
and one of the three most renowned 
cltie.i in the history of the 
world. 
Paul's famous address on Mars hill 
was treated with great Indifference. 
His stay was short, and never after- 
wards do we find him showing forth 
his learning, but ever after " h e 
ex- 
presses 
his determination 
to 
know 
nothing save "Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified." (L Cor. 2:1, 2).) 
Corinth 
was a great commercial city. At pres- 
ent the original site Is In ruins, but 
the new Corinth has been built three 
miles away, and is today a city of ap- 
proximately 15,000 population. 
Paul 
spent a year and a half here, preach- 
ing and teaching, and supplemented 
this with a period of three months of 
service. 
It was a worldly and wicked 
city, and yet Paul here founded his 
largest church, converted from heath- 
enism. 


During this time we have the story 
Df the burning of the books of magic, 
of the silver shrine of Diana, and of 
the 
Epheslan 
riot which compelled 
Paul to leave the city. 


Paul 
afterwards 
revisited 
the 
chujches he had founded In Europe 
and about 62 A. D. wrote a letter to 
the Epheslan churches, Bome six years 
after he left them, ahd while he was a 
prisoner in Rome. 


The Journey to Jerusalem, starting 
from PhilippI (now in ruins) where 
Luke Jolped Paul with the Gentile 
church's collection for the poor, is the 
concluding portion cf our les.son.

Big Advanced Step to Be 
Urged in Twenty-Seven 
States Soon. 


(BY JUDGE HENRY NEIL, 
Father of Mothers' Pensions. 


Denver, Col., Sept. 22.—An amendment 
to the mothers' pension laws providing 
that working 
mothers 
dependent on 
their own wages for support shall re- 
ceive a pension of $40 a month for two 
months 
before 
maternity 
and three 
months after the child is born will be 
introduced into the legislatures of the 
twenty-seven states now operating the 
mothers' pension system! 


Judge 
Ben Lindsey 
has agreed 
to 
write the amendment and introduce it 
into the Colorado legislature and I will 


submit it to the legislatures of the oth- 
er twenty-seven states. 


The main object of this amendment 
is to relieve mothers of work during at 
least a part of the period when the child 
needs the nourishment that the mother 
would not be able to give if U were nec- 
essary for her to work. 


Judge Lindsey went to Berlin to in- 
vestigate the mothers' pension system. 
He says Germany has tried this pension 
plan and found it both economical and 
highly humane. 


The plan would decrease the number 
of weak, children that would otherwise 
become permanent public charges and a 
burden to taxpayers. 


The expense of maintaining institu- 
tions for the care of feeble minded and 
under-nourished 
children 
is 
becoming 
greater and greater and will become an 
unbearable burden to the taxpayers of 
the states unless something i.«; done to 
prevent babies from being weakened at 
birth by mothers' inability to give them 
proper nourishment. 


This amendment, when enacted into 
law and put into operation will save 
the taxpayers millions of dollars now 
spent to maintain institutions for chil- 
dren and save the lives of millions of 
babies. 


In this country 30 to 40 per cent of 
the cases requiring charitable relief are 
due to sickjiess.

One of the decisive factors in the 


auto truck business is that of fuel cost.

American lepers in different parts of 
Japan has become a prt'iving problem to 
American oftU'ials ami for the American 
Association of Japan, which is under- 
taking to secure tiii'ir transportation to 
the American leper huum in the Hawai- 
ian, inlands. 


The lepers have made their way here 


in recent years with tbe hope that they 
might he healed at lh« famous Japanese 
hot springs, especially those at Kusatsu 
wliicli is always crowded with Japanese 
lepers taking the. waters, 
gradually 


they have drifted to missionary leper 
hospitals or have in other ways become 
burdens on the community. 
In view of 


the excellent asylum 
at 
Hawaii the 


American a&ociatiun is taking activu 
steps to secure tbeir removal. 


Leprosy is one of the great questions 


seeking solution by modern Japan. Jt 
is, estimated that the lepers of the em- 
pire number about 115,000. 
Five gov- 


ernmental leper asylums were establish- 
ed in 11)07, but they accommodate only 
a few thousand. 
The remainder ar« 


scattered over the country desperately 
seeking a cure in the hot springs or 
publicly begging in the market-place or 
before the temples. 


At the last session of the Diet the 


Japanese Leprosy 1'nivenUon society pe- 
titioned for the establishment of a na- 
tional leprosarium on some island in the 
Pacific ocean. The cost of the asylum 
was estimated at $8,000,000, and its 
maintenance at $250,000 a year. It is 
believed th»t lit least one-third of the 
lepers could be housed and treated at 
once and it was contended by the peti- 
tioners that Japan could be cleared of 
lepers in the course of ten years.

accused of treason, against Rome. Two 
epistles were written to the church in 
which he does not record any fault- 
finding. This church has been called 
the "Church Beautiful." 
Athens was 


then, as now, the chief city of Greece, 
and one of the three most renowned 
cities in the history of the world. 
Paul's famous address on Mars hill 
was treated with great Indifference. 
His stay was short, and never after- 
wards do we find" him showing forth 
his learning, but ever after he es- 
iresses his determination to know 
lothlng save "Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified." (I. Cor. 2:1, 2).) 
Corinth 


was a great commercial city. At pres- 
ent the original Site is in ruins, but 
the new Corinth has been built three 
miles away, and is today a city of ap- 
proximately 15,000 population. Paul 
spent a year and a half here, preach- 
ing and teaching, and supplemented 
this with a period of three months of 
service. It was a worldly and wicked 
city, and yet Paul here founded his 
largest church, converted from heath- 
enism. 


During this time we have the story 


of the burning of the books of magic, 
of the silver shrine of Diana, nnd of 
the Ephesian riot which compeyed 
Paul to leave the city.

.months after the child is born will be 
introduced into the legislatures of the 
twenty-seven stntes now operating the 
niothcrs' pension system! 


•Judge Ben Lindacy 1ms agreed to 


write the amendment snd Introduce i' 
; into the Colorado legislature and 1 wil 


submit it to the legislatures of the oth- 
er twenty-seven states. 


The main object of this amendment 


is to relieve mothers of work during at 
least a part of the period when the child 
needs the nourishment that the mother 
vould not be.able to Rive if it were nee 
ussary for her to work. 


Judge Lindspy went to Berlin to in- 


vestigate the mothers' pension system, 
le says Germany hns tried this pension 
jlan and found it both economical and 
uglily humane. 


The plan would decrease the number 


of weak children that would otherwise 
become permanent public charges and a 
burden to taxpayers.
